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This is a decision on the PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.181 TO WITHDRAW THE FINALITY OF 
THE OFFICE ACTION, dated June 7, 2006. 

On April 7, 2005, a non-final Office Action was mailed to Applicants. A reply to the Office Action 
was filed on July 7, 2005. On September 16, 2005 a second non-final Office Action was mailed to 
Applicants. A reply to the Office Action was filed on December 16, 2005. On March 3, 2006, a 
Final Office Action was mailed. On June 7, 2006, the present petition was filed. 

Petitioner has argued that the finality of the last Office Action is incomplete in that the Office Action 
does not specifically set forth separate rejections for all the dependent claims, in particular dependent 
Claims 14, 19, 23, and 25.
